Washington, February 18.—The nomina- 
tions of Brigadier Generals J. C. .Breck- 
enridge, inspector general; M. I. Luding- 
ton, quartermaster general, and James 
F.. Wade to become major generals, sent 
to the senate today, came as a genuine 
surprise to army Officers, except those 
directly concerned. The original pro- 
gramme of the department, announced 
several weeks ago, contemplated the sin- 
gle promotion of Brigadier General 


James F. Wade to the grade of major | 


general on the statutory retirement of 
Major General Robert P. Hughes, com- 
rianding the department of California, 
on the lith of next April. The promo- 
tion of Inspector General Breckenridge 
and Quartermaster General Ludington to 
the grade of major general on the re- 
tirement of General Hughes and their 
retirement on the same date in order to 
make way for General. Wade was an af- 
ter-thought. 

There is an {mpression in well-in- 
formed military circles that the enact- 
ment of the general staff law and Gen- 
eral Breckenridge’s connection with that 
iegislation were potent factors in bring- 
ing about the change of plan. General 
Breckenridge would not have retired .un- 
der ordinary conditions. until January, 
1906.

HULLL CAST A DOUBT 


ON SLAYDEN'S VERACIT} 


Then Slayden Referred to Hull as a 
Blackguard—Conference Report 
on the Army Bill Is Re- 
jected by the 
House. 


Washington, February 18.—The house 
today by a majority of two to one reject- 
ed the conference report upon the army 
appropriation bill because the provisions 
it contained for the retirement of civil 
war officers at an advanced grade and 
for permitting officers to deposit money 
with the government at 3 per cent in- 
terest. The house emphatically voted 
against both propositions and sent the 
bill back to conference. The proceedings 
upon the conference report were enlivened 
by a sharp personal clash between Mr. 
Hull, of Iowa, and Mr. Slayden, of Tex- 
as. The remainder of the day was de- 
voted to the naval bill, but slow prog- 
ress was made, only twenty pages be- 
ing covered. 

Mr. Hay, of Virginia, one of the con- 
ferees on the army bill, strenuously op- 
posed the adoption of the report becauss 
of the provisions for retirement of army 
officers who served in the civil war with 
an additional grade and the provisien 
permitting army officers to deposit their 
money with the government, such depos- 
its to araw 3 per cent interest. Mr. Hay 
expressed the opinion that the latter pro- 
vision would establish a dangerous pre- 
ecedent; that it would lead to the granting 
of the same privilege to naval officers 
and might be extended to civil employees 
of the government! He characterized it 
“paternalism run mad.”’ 

Slayden and Hull Clash. 
Slaydéen, of Texas, charged Mr. 
with bad faith in not giving the 
a chance for a direct vote on the 
deposit amendment. He Mr. Hull 
had. promised such a ‘vote. 

‘‘t desire to say,’" interposed Mr. Hull, 
“that that statement not true.” 

“The gentleman's courtesy,” retorted 
Mr. Siayden, “is equal to’ his veracity. 
It is cheap form of debate which per- 
mits the gentleman to indulge in the ex- 
pression he has used and only the fact 
that I am at the bar of the house re- 
Strains me from replying to his blacke 
guardism as it deserves.’ (Democratic 
applause.) 

This sharp colloquy aroused the house 
and Mr. Mann (illinois) undertook to 
rebuke Mr. Slayden. He said he was 
surprised that Mr. Slayden should use 
an expression ‘‘far worse’’ than that em- 
ployed by Mr. Hull.

a passenger station for Atlanta Is by no 
a small one, 
for the present needs of the 
city, but will contemplate a 
which will be measured by but which 
will be greater than the growth of the 
past. In other words, the structure will 
be one that can answer the needs of At- 
lanta In future years when the city has 
surpassed the proportions to which it has 
Brown during the past decade. 

None of the details have been settled. 
The terminal company will decide upon 
tne size of the depot, the requirements of 
the structure, and will give to architects, 
to be selected, an idea of what is want- 
From the outline furnished, plans 
will be drawn and the company will se- 
lect those believed to he. best. suited to 
Atlanta’s needs. It is understoed that 
there will not be a general gompetition 
among architects, but that a number of 
eminent men will be selected and asked 
to submit plans for the depot. From 
these the best will accepted and 
changed to mect the requirements of the 
situation. 

To Expend Large Sum. 

The amount of money to be expended 
upon the depot and its approaches will 
probably approximate $875,000. This will 
be the sum left from the $1,500,000 worth 
of bonds disposed of by Mr. Spencer. The 
bonds, it is understood, were all taken 
by one man on Wd!) street in New York 
and the proceeds will be used by the ter- 
minal company to pay for the property 
purchases and for the depot structure. 
Of the total amount $625,600 will be need- 
ed to pay for the land recently pur- 
chased from the Central and Southern 
railroads. There were 13 acres of this 
land, which will be the site of the depot. 
Ten acres were purchased from the Cen- 
tral at a cost of $535.000 and 23 acres from 
the Southern for $117,000.

AFFAIRS FURTHER SOUTH

Declares That German Statesmen Harbor Schemes 
for a Colonization Policy--Takes Issue 
With Watterson. 


OR the present, at Jeast, the Vene- 
fe zuelan trouble is happily over, but 

the conditions whigh fhrought it 
about still remain, and are likely to cause 
repetitions of it in the near fyture. 

Years ago, American compétitfon ren- 
dered German agriculture unprofitable, 
and the efforts of the government to re- 
pair this lop by a system of bounties on 
beet sugar have proved an expensive 
failure. Farmers and agricultural labor- 
have betome shopkeepers, traders, 
artisans and mechanics. Driven for sup- 
port from agriculture to manufacturing, 
they are now being driven from that aiso 
by American competition. 

This condition of affairs has enabled the 
agrarian party to force through the reich- 
stag, over government opposition, a new 
tariff law raising the import duty on 
wheat to 68 cents a bushel, and on flour 
to $4.06 a barrel, while the duty on meats 
had been previously increased about 30 
per cent. Increased cost of living, and 
a correspondingly decreased earning ca- 
pacity, has been the natural result; and 
the situation has been aggrivated by the 
new and discriminating tariff laws of 
Russia. 

The present unrest of the Genman 
masses is, therefore, easily accounted for, 
and their persistent demand wpon the 
government for some measure of relief 
is but natural. 

Will the government heed this demand? 
It will have to. The time is past in the 
world’s history when even absolute mon- 
archies can long reSist such demands. 
The clamor of 
be heard and their wishes respected. <As 
a moasure self-protection, if for no higher 
reason, some means of relief will have to 
be provided for. 

German Colonization, 

From the standpoint of German states- 
manship, a system of colonization’ seems 
to be the only available remedy. It has 
been the salvation of England, and hence 
a successful precedent. It would divert 
the attention of the dissatisfied masses, 
gratify German pride and ambition, open 
up new markets, and relieve the conges- 
tion of over population. 

But the scheme is surrounded by diffi- 
culties. In the east, other than European 
countries would be active and jealous 
competitors. The best part of Africa has 
been already carved up and divided. The 
Hiwaiian and Philippine islands are cov- 
ered by the American flag. In China, 
our “open door’ policy is an obstacle. 
Je, Central and §Sjputh America, the 
Monroe doctrine stands in the way. What 
then? Shall 
or modify that doctrine as the price to be 
paid for peace with Germany? My friend 
Henry Watterson seems to think we

seriously: means it! The people of this 
country are not prepared to abandon their 
traditions of a century past. It would be 
the death knell of either of our great 
political parties to propose such a thing. 
It would be the doom of any administra- 
tion hoping to succeed itself, 
Abandonment or Modification? 
To favor such a policy, moreover, it 
would, if successful, fall short of the end 
sought. In less than five years, the whole 
gulf and Caribbean coasts, from the 
peninsula of Yucatan to the Orinoco del- 
ta. would be studded with colonies gov- 
erned from Europe.

Curope the larger slice of the pie, and 
reserving to ourselves only the crust, 
would but increase the number of boun- 
dary lines to be disputed about’ or fought 
over. Besides, it would be an act of bad 
faith to our other sister republics, all of 
whom were called into being by our ex- 
ample, and fostered by our declaration of 
1823. 

It has been said that our South Amert- 
can neighbors are incapable of self-gov- 
ernment; that they bave adopted a form 
of government ill-suJted to their civiliza- 
tion and necessities; that. they are in 
perpetual turmoil and revolution; that 
consequently there is no security to 
life or property; that our Monroe doc- 
trine, aside from being quixotic and vis- 
ionary, prevents the utilization of the 
richest and most productive portions of 
the continent; and that it is, therefore, 
an Obstacle to the natural and legiti- 
mate progress of civilization, 

Hope for South America. 

This is but one side of the case: There 
is another which cannot be ignored. In 
the first place, our declaration of 1823, 
to which we have steadily adhered ever 
since, was prompted only by a desire for 
our own peace and safety. It has been, 
and is still regarded as a measure of self- 
defense, and, therefore, justified by the 
law of nature. In the next place, the 
condition of our South American neigh- 
bors is not quite so bad as it is generally 
represented. Early in their history as 
atonomous communities, they made the 
common mistake of most republics in 
adopting universal suffrage, and they 
accentuated this fatal mistake by estab- 
lishing ‘“‘sovereignties’’ within sovereign- 
ties; by attempting to put into practice 
the visionary theories of Jean Jaques 
Rousseau as amplified by Jefferson and 
Santander. The result has been disas- 
trous. It degraded and corrupted the bal- 
lot. It fostered and encouraged a series 
of degredations, resulting if the establish- 
ment of a multitude of petty democracies 
where one consolidated republic, able to

But having made the experiment, they 
are now in a mood to abandon it, and as 
I read the signs of the times, it is Only a 
question of a few decades, when profiting 
by the mistakes of the past, and realiz- 
ing the necessity for consolidation, they 
will make an earnest effort to establish 
strong national governments.

Council made provision during its sea- 
sion of yesterday afternoon for purchas- 
ing the property of C. W. Hunnicutt, 
near the present Hemphill station of tha

It provides that the city pay Mr, Hunni- 
cutt $10,000 this year, $5,000 during 1904 
and $6,000 during 1905, and that the mu- 
nicipality assume the $10,000 mortgage 
which is payable in 1907. The resolution 
also recommends to future councils a 
continuance of the trade. 

Councilman Terrell presented a substi- 
tute for the resolution. it provided that 
heretofore apportioned § to 
works for reservoir purposes be 
reapportioned and given to tae depart- 
ment of schools for a new building. 
Councilman Winn amended the substi- 
tute by providing that the money be 
given to the new second ward engine 
house.

Booker Washington Presides 
Over the Conference 
Sessions. 


Tuskegee, Ala., February 
twelfth annual Tuskegee negro 
ence began, Its sesgien at Tuskegee Nor- 
mal and Industrial institute today. This 
conference was organized by Principal 
Booker T. Washington for the purpose of 
bringing together the negro farmers and 
their wives who live in the vicinity of 
Tuskegee once a year for the purpose of 
cout ¢ ly Rphd - advice with... each other, 
Sincé theh it has grown itn size and 
scope until hundreds of negro men and 
women—many not » $4rmers—~now attend 
these sessions each y#ar from all over the 
south. 

Principal Washington presides at all of 
the sessions. In his opening address this 
morning he said in part: 

“We come now to the twelfth session 
of the Tuskegee negro conference. This 
organizution was egun with @ few 
scores of men and women; out of that 
small beginning has grown this great and 
powerful arnmual meeting now national 
in’ its‘ dhgracter and influence. At the 
first meeting, after considering with some 
eare the ‘wavs in which the conference 
could make itself of the greatest value, 
it was decided that while not ignoring or 
undervaluing efforts made in other direc- 
tions, this organization could best con- 
tribute its mite to the lifting up of the 
race by confining itself for the most part 
to the matters which the race had closely 
within its own control, and to positive 
aggressive effort rather than to mere

~» There were.two calls for a quorum 
during the session, but senators responded 
readily, showing that whiie they were not 
present in the senate chamber many of 
them were in the nearby committee 
rooms. Senator Morgan spoke princi-

Members of the Fair Sex 
Easily Caught by Turf 
Tipsters. 


New York, February 18.—Centra] office 
detectives are scouring the city today in 
search of “‘get rich quick’’ firms. They 
are making a canvass in all the big office 
bui Idings on lower Broadway and in 


Wall street. 

Wherever they see the word “invest- 
ment” on an office they make inquiries 
concerning the business of the firm oc- 
cupying that Office. 

“There are more of, these fellows left,” 
Detective Captain Langan said today. 
“I'm going to get them if I can. It’s not 
easy to locate them. They are in ex- 
pensive offices in big buildings and the 
signs on the office doors are not always 
indicative of the business that is going 
on within. Most of these fellows we 
nave caught we have had pointed out to 
us through the complaint of someone who 
has been swindled. 

“A great majority of the victims in 
these turf swindles are women who have 
been speculating without the knowledge 
of their husbands. We have found, too, 
that quite a number of young boys and 
girls employed in offices have been cus- 
tomers of tnese concerns. 

Detectives made a raid today on the 
offices of a turf concern known variously 
as “Burns, Wallace & Co.”’ and “Dan 
Smith.’ The prisoners were David C. 
Barnum and Ernest Matthews.

J. Arnold Turf Investment 
Company, the United States district court 
today appointed 8. L. Swartz receiver for 
Arnold.

There 
was some uneasiness in the early trading, 
which occasioned a_ slight setback in 
prices, but offerings were well absorbed 
and some previous sellers, despairing ot 
the opportunity to buy cheaper , sent tne 
market up again with a fair demand. 
At the present lt the market is full 
of uncertainty, the possibilities being 
great on either side. Tae level of prices 
nlone will make values very sensitive to 
any adverse influence which mav develop 
when least expected. On the other hand, 
while such a good demand for spots con- 
tinues and excellent trade reports are tie 
rule. an uninterrupted heavy movement is 
necessary to prevent prices from soaring.
